To Government 


The following letter has been 
sent tothe Minister of Agricul- 
ture and the minister of Finance, 

Raymond, Alberta, Aug., 25, 
1914. 

Dear Sir,- 

I have been following 
in the papers the proposal made 
for the relief of the farmers in the 
burned out district. Permit me to 
suggest that feed and seed for 
next year is not sufficient. The 
people themselves have not suffi- 
cient means to carry them through 
the winterand they, have deter— 
minednvt to go hungry- You will 
afford them relief, not by loans, 
or face an insurrection this com- 
ing winter. 

We remember the $45,000,000 
to the C. N. R., $16,000,000 to 
the G.T- P. and the $60,000,000 to 
the military and you will receive 
no other warning. I remain.

The above is a copy of a com- 
munication sent to Ottawa this 
week by T. Edwin Smith, of this 
city. As will be seen Smith issues 
a warning to the government that 
if something more substantial 
than what has been already pro- 
mised is not provided for the 
drought sufferers, tronble may be 
anticipated. T. Edwin Smith is 
a Socialist agitator. He is offi- 
cial organizer for that party in 
Southern Alberta, and is also a 
newspaper man of considerable 
experience. Tothe Leader Smith 
foreshadowed serious food riots 
inthe cities and larger town if 
industrial conditions do not im- 
prove or the government does not 
take action to the extent that they 
deem proper and justifiable.

FARMER'S FAMILY 18 ORGANIZED 
INTO A Joint STOCK 
CORPORATION 
A FarSceing Scot Has Solved the the Bugenic reh 

Problem by Giving His Sons and|Scclation at Columbia University 

Daughterc a Block of Shares in a 

Real Joint Stock Company. 

A canny Scot Has solved the old 
problem of how to keep the boy on 
‘he farm by organizing his nine sons 
and daughters into a corporation and 
ividing the stock of his 1,800-acre 


farm among them, as though it were 
a city business, a factory, store or 


mill. 

The father, John McCallum. was 
elected president of the farm cor 
poration by the vote of all the stock- 
holders, the eldest son general man- 
‘ager, and anotier son secretary .and 
treasurer. ° 

One gon was made 
of the 108 department, all full plocd- 
ed stock. Another boy wag chosen 
to care for tho horses. Between two 
other sons the cattle and sheep were 
divided. The girls were placed in 
charge of the nome. Bach child was 
made superinte.dent of some divi- 
gion of the ‘arm work and given su 
prethe authority in his or her de- 
partment. 

“| thought the matter over for @ 
Jong time,” said ‘he far-seeing Scot, 
telling of his plans. “Then 1 finally 
drove to town, got a lawyer and told 
him my plans I suggested we call 
the farm the Lismore Stock Farm, 
from the name of the island in Scot- 
land where I was born. He inecr- 
porated the farm with a paid up capl- 
tal representing my valuation of the 
farm and stock. 1 had a stock book 
printed and filed regular articles of in- 
corporation. 

“A few days later I called the child- 
ren into the parlor one morning af- 
ter breakfast and told them to be 
ready for a surp. ise: There were five 
sons and four daughters. I had cap- 
italized the farm at $100,000 and di- 
vided, the stock into blocks. I kept 
enough for a controlling interest. 
Then I presented each child with a 
block of stock. The plan I had out- 
lined was for them to keep at work, 
buy some of my stock each year, so 
that by the time I die they, will have 
purchased ali of my stock and wilk 
have absolate control of the farm.” 

The childcen were enthusiastic over 
the idea. ' gave them an interest in 
the work o». the 1,800 acres that they 
bad never had before and before the 
first week was over each one of the 
board of directors was doing his best 
to stop the leaks that beset any large 
corporation. 

The directors hold daity meetings 
around the family breakfast table, 
where the work of the day is appor- 
tioned, while .nnual meetings of the 
stockholde-s are held, as réquired by 
law, and the formalities of business 
procedure are duly observed.

Each yéar a certain percentage 
of the surplus is set aside, Each di- 
rector May write a check on this sur- 
plus fund endorsed on the check 
what the money is for and casb it 
without asking the permission of any 
other director. 

Only once has there been a very 
decided difference of opinion among 
the directors. Last year there was a 
big surplus. The nine children direc- 
tors proposed to Luy an automobile; 
the president vf the corporation was 
not favorable. The nine outvoted the 
one and the automobile was duly 
bought. Mr. McCallum chuckles over 
it now; perhaps he opposed the idea, 
on purpose just ‘o see what would 
happen. Who knows? 

“Tl have to admit I've made it so 
all-fired interesting for the kids they 
haven't wanted to leave the farm,” 
says Mr. MeCallum, “except that one 
boy—and he wes cut out for a law- 
yer from the ctart, I guess.”

Effect of Waves

Was Pretty Much Up-to-Date. 

A curious old document which has 
-been reprinted in facsimile in The 
Canadian News, of London, Eng., 

to the mind once more the 
jcommon-place that there is nothing 
few under the sun. 
| Looking back at this notice, which 
; was issued from the “Office of His 
Majesty’s Residen‘ Agent for the 
Superintendence of Settlers and Emi- 
grants in the Canadas” at Quebec in 
{the year 1829, there in the opening 
‘paragraph is stated emphatically that 
\lands “will be granted on very easy 
terms to industrious families for ac- 
tual settlement who are possessed of 
means to bring them into cultiva- 
tion.” His Excellency the Lieutenant- 
Governor “has been pleased to order 
to be reserved the Township of Ops, 
in the district of New Castle, Upper 
Canada, for the reception of industri- 
ous emigrants, who may arrive from 
the United Kingdom during the pres- 
ent season, and who may be dispos- 
ed to settle in that province; the 
price fixed for these crown lands to 
actual settlers is 4s. Halifax currency, 
per acre, payable in five years, with 
interest from the time of taking pos- 
session, and one year’s interest in 
advance.” 

The actual rate of interest is not 
mentioned, but there could be little 
kick at having to pay only 4s. Halifax 
currency—about 80 cents per acre. 
The Government provided, through 
the means of “the location agent,” a 
small log house for the temporary 
reception of “the emigrant and his 
family.”’ 

The modern cheap land-seekers’ 
railroad rates were anticipated in 
1829, when prospects could be pro- 
vided ‘‘with a ticket from the office of 
His Majesty’s resident agent at Que- 
bec, to the location agent in the re- 
spective townships, who will direct 
the settler to such lot as he may 
choose, and vacant at the time, and 
on the back of such ticket directions 
will be found for the guidance of the 
settler in proceeding to their destin- 
jation.”” Emigrants ‘‘not possessed of 
immediate means to go upon lands,” 
and who were in want of employ- 
}ment, could obtain information ‘‘and 
protection” at the resident agent’s 
;office (it kept the fashionable hours 
of from ten to one in those days) and 
| 


could learn of the probable demand 
“for laborers and artisens, rate of 
wages, etc., at the various works now 
in progress in the Canadas.” 

Nor were there boosters lacking in 
those days. The crown lands in the 
Township of Inverness and Leeds, on 
the Craig’s road (in Lower Canada), 
was described as follows: ‘‘These 
}lands are distant from Quebec about 
36 to 40 miles on the south side of 
the St. Lawrence, with a good road 
nearly all the way. New roads are 
being opened into the lands which 
vill afford employment to settlers; 
the climate is exceedingly healthy, 
many Scotch, English and Trish are

country.”’ 


Scots In Nova Scotia. 


The first attempt to colonize Nova 
Scotia with Scottish settlers was 
made by Sir William Alexander un- 
der a royal charter of 1621, when 
James I. was on the throne. In 1628, 
a son of Sir William Alexander 
brought out about seventy of his 
countrymen whom he placed on the 
north-western side of the basin of 
Port Royal. Nothing came of the 
experiment as Nova Scotia was for 
the second time ceded to France by 
the Treaty of St. Germain-en-Lave a 
few years later, and the Scottish fort 
was abandoned. A number of the 
settlers died during their short re- 
sidence on the harbor of Old Port 
Royal, now Annapolis Basin, and the 
remnant went to New England or re- 
turned to Scotland. A number of na- 
tives of Scotland settled in Halifax 
in the early days and many of the 
Pre-Loyalist immigrants from New 
England were of Scottish descent As 
early as March, 1768, the North Brit- 
ish Society was instituted in Halifax, 
and has had a continuous career to 
the present time. 

The great Scottish immigration 
which exercised such an important 
influence on the eastern counties of 
Nova Scotia, including Cape Breton, 
commenced in 1773, when over thirty 
families arrived from Scotland and 
settled in the present County of Pic- 
tou, where a few colonists from 
Pennsylvania had preceded them. In 
later years a steady tide of immi- 
grants from Scotland flowed into 
Eastern Nova Scotia and did not cease 
until 1820, and even later.

To Raise Cattle In North, 


Angus Brabant, inspector of the 
Hudson Bay Company’s trading posts 
in the Mackenzie River districts, 
which annually send more than $1,- 
000,000 worth of fine furs to the 
marts of the world, announced on his 
arrival in Edmonton recently that 
large crops of potatoes, beets, tur- 
nips and other garden vegetables 
were harvested last season at the 
eighteen posts. Most of these are 
well within the Arctic circle, from 
1,500 to 2,100 miles north of Edmonr- | 
ton. He reports there are not less 
than 500 buffaloes in the two herds 
seen recently in the north country, 
besides hundreds of caribou and deer 
of all varieties. Mr. Brabant is of 
the opinion that thousands of beef 
cattle could be raised in the northern 
latitudes, and with that end in view 
he will take a small herd into ‘‘the 
farthest north” district as soon as 
river navigation opens this spring. 
He w/ll also experiment with grains 
for fveding purposes.

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EVOLUTION OF DANCING, 


Graceful Art Is to Be Found Record 
ed In Oldest Ornaments, 


To take notice of that outcry 
against the dance that have fascin- 
ated men and women of to-day 
would be to suppose that the world 
had suddenly become dancing mad. 
And yet the sculptor and the painter 
have for centuries caught and im- 
prisoned for later generations to ad- 
mire the haunting beauty of the fair 
attitudes and rhythmic grace, and 
the spirited action of dancing figures. 
According to a contributor to a con- 
temporary the present ebullition of 
the dancing spirit marks one of 
those high tides that, in an eternal 
action and reaction, are noticeable at 
intervals of greater or less length. 

Dancing, always suggestive of 
youth, is one of the oldest arts. 

races have been found of its exist- 
ence in Egypt more than 2,500 years 
before Christ. Like many of the 
arts, it found its highest expression 
in the golden days of Greece. Friezes 
and urns, fragments of temples and 
other edifices, bear witness to the 
wonderful beauty of the dance of 
those days, and have served to teach 
the painters, poets, and sculptors of 
ages. The world has 
never entirely forgotten that lan- 
guage which so divinely governed all 
bodily movements, regulating them 
by rhythm. Still men are stirred 
even by the painted presentation of 
the radiant choir of Muses led by 
Terpsichore, the chaste graces ming- 
ling with forest nymphs in rounds 
under the pale light of the moon, 
and bands of maidens crowned with 
oak leaves and garlanded with flow- 
ers dancing in honor of Pan, Apollo, 
and Diana. 

Corrupted by its interpretation by 
the Romans, it never really came 
into its own again until the days of 
chivalry aroused it in France, With 
the other arts it flourished under 
Louis XIV., especially during the 
early days of his reign, when the 
Academy of Dancing was founded. 
Under Louis XV. and Louis XVI. the 
minuet and gavoile were introduced, 
and the dainty grace and elegance 
of the 18th century developed. Then 
came the dire days of the Revolu- 
tion, and dancing as an expression of 
gaiety fell by the wayside again un- 
til about 1830, when there was a 
great revival of its popularity.

NEW NAPOLEON STORY 


LATEST TRADITION SAYS 
WAS SHOT IN AUSTRIA. 


Amazing Tale Is Now Unfolded to 
the Effect That a Devoted Double 
of the Emperor Gave Himself 
Up and Died on St. Helena—Na- 
poleon Himself Died Visiting 
Son, It Is Said, 


Every student of Napoleon is 
ready to declare on oath that the 
emperor died on May 5th, 1821, im 
his narrow chamber at Longwood, 
St. Helena. A storm was rolling

Well, the day comes when, after 
Waterloo—and the drums of the Old 
Guard have rolled the dirge of the 
last march of the last army of Na- 
poleon—the fallen emperor, the cup

Napoleon, and familiarly bestowed 
on him that name which had shakes 
emnires.

To the new King of France, how- 
ever, Signor ‘‘Napoleone,”’ before de- 
parture, had addressed a letter, the 
contents of which filtered somehow 
from the throne; and to buy the st- 
lence of those persons who had be- 
come aware of this missive Louis 
XVIII. distributed among them «a 
large sum of money. Almost in the 
same hour a small and rather corpu- 
lent individual, fifty years of age or

It was at 
Schoenbrunn, readers will remem- 
ber, that Napoleon’s son and hope, 
the gentle young Duke of Reichstadt, 
languished—neglected by his care- 
less mother, Marie Louise—in the

| Napoleon, always pining for sight 
j}and sound of the boy, had stolen to 
Schoenbrunn to see him. 


| Not unnaturally, the affair of the 
sentry’s bullet made some stir at the 
French Embassy. Not unnaturally, 
the Embassy decided to say nothing 
whatever on the subject. There is 
yet a little to relate. The civil regis- 
ters of the village in Lorraine where 
|the emperor’s double was born carry 
lthe following legend: ‘Died at St. 
Helena,” and the date is precisely 


that of the death of Napoleon. Let 
it be added that an English lady of 


the aristocratic world, received in 
audience at St. Helena by the de- 
throned monarch of Europe (to 


whom, in his imperial days, she had 
been presented at the Tuileries), 
protested formally that she failed to 
recognize him in the prisoner of Sir 
Hudson Lowe. 

This story has not, until to-day, 
been printed in English, and in only 
one other language in Europe has it 
|ever seen the light. What a subject 
(were he still among us) for the pen 
of the elder Dumas, who gave us the 
most fascinating of all histories of 
th» Man in the Iron Mask—though 
there is not a word of truth in It! 

This most mysterious narrative of 
Signor ‘“Napoleone,” optician of 
Florence, and the Emperor Na- 
poleon’s thrice-attached double, who 
dies contentedly for his master on 
the rock in the Atlantic, is surely 
romantic enough for the most imag- 
{native pen that ever yet has sought 
to transmute fable into fact, But 
there is at least one question to 
which, we fancy, the majority of 
readers would like an answer: Who, 
then, wrote the “Memorials of St, 
Helena’—Napoleon’s testimony to 
mankind? Was it the work of his 
double?
